an  1 grant  us  in  the  end  the  gift  of  sleep.”

I lielieve  that  the  greatest  blunder  of 
the  age  is  that  we  are  trying  to  develop 
the  moral  nature  with  the  food  which  is 
appropriate  for  the  physical  and  intellec- 
tual  nature.  Light  food  air  and  exercise 
is  the  food  for  the  physical  nature.  And 
our  schools  and  colleges  leed  our  intellec- 
tual natures.  But  we  wish  to  address 
ourselves  more  particular  to  the  essential 
food  for  our  moral  nature. 

1 will  mention  the  Sunday-school  B.  Y. 

P.  U.,  W.  M.  U.,  preaching  services,  con- 
stant communication  with  God,  and 
Christian  activitits.  and  Bible  reading  as 
the  essential  food  for  The  Moral  Nature. 
Christ  says,  Matt.  4:3,  “That  man  shall 
not  live  by  bread  alone  but  by  every  word 
that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God. 

What  a pathetic  scene  our  churcncs  of 
today  present  to  us.  A large  majority  of 
our  Christians  seem  to  be  nailed  to  their 
pews  when  there  is  an  advanced  step  to 
be  made.  Among  these  are  oftentimes  our 
most  brainy  and  talented  Brethren.  Th*se 
Brethren  have  wilfully  neglected  the  neces- 
sary food  for  their  Moral  Education.  And 
now  we  look  around  us  on  every  side  and 
see  these  brethren  & sisters  who  have  thus 
buried  their  talents  and  hear  the  cries 
coming  up  from  almost  every  home  say- 
ing; I can’t,  excuse  me  please,  I am  not 
talented.  God  gave  every  person  one,  and 
some  more  than  one  talent  but  many  bury 
it  and  deny  having  it.  Oh  isnt  it  a\stul 
w hen  christain  men  and  women  dont  be- 
lieve in  the  Moral  Education  of  theirchild- 
ren  as  much  as  they  do  in  the  intellectual 
and  Physical  Education.  Christams 
should  spend  more  for  Moral  Educations 
than  they  spend  for  intellectual  and  Physi- 
cal Education.  Such  a condition  of  things 
would  bring  a jubilee  in  Israel.

Gov.  Folk  has  the  grace  of  perseverance 
in  his  policy  of  strict  enforcement  of  the 
law.  The  Missouri  Legislature  enacted  a 
statute  called  the  breeders’  Law,  under 
the  guise  of  encouraging  the  raising  of  fine 
stock,  which  legalized  book  making  on  the 
races.  Udder  the  operation  of  this  law 
race-track  gambling  was  highly  developed, 
and  became  greatly  and  widely  demoraliz- 
ing. In  its  recent  session  this  law  was  re- 
pealed, and  a statute  enacted  which  makes 
it  a fellony  to  record  bets  on  hsrse-i  acing. 
The  gamblers  became  defiant  and  an- 
nounced that  the  bets  would  be  recorded 
in  cipher.  Their  lawyers  held  that  there 
could  be  no  convictions  because  there 
racould  be  no  plain  records  of  bets.  The  offi- 
Jfcials  of  the  county  were  indifferent  to  the 
enforcement  of  law.  The  Governor  or- 
dered the  chief  of  police  of  St.  Louis  to 
stop  the  lawlessness  at  the  race  track.  The 
gamblers  secured  county  warrants  for  the 
arrest  of  the  policemen.  But  the  Supreme 
Court  held  that  the  Governor  has  the 
right  to  order  the  police  of  St.  Louis  to 
any  part  of  the  State  to  suppress  lawless- 
ness, and  issued  a writ  prohibiting  the 
county  officials  from  interfering  with  the 
police.  The  popular  Delmar  Jockey  Club 
announced  a suspension  of  racing  until  a 
decision  is  given  on  the  writ  in  October. 
State's  Attorney-General  has  instituted 
proceedings  for  the' forfeiture  of  the  Club’s 
property  on  the  ground  that  it  persisted 
in  violatiog  the  laws.  This  is  another  no- 
table triumph  for  the  Governor.  . It  is  an 
occasion  of  devout  gratitude  that  so  many 
men  of  conscience  and  cdurage  are  being 
elected  to  office  and  supported  in  the  right- 
eous and  impartial  administration  of  law.

We  know  of  no  serious  bar  to  the  ren- 
dering of  service  by  any  immune  person 
in  any  yellow  fever  or  other  epidemic  in 
aid  ot  the  sick  and  suffering.  It  any  one 
desires  to  undertake  such  lienevolent  ser- 
vice it  is  competent  for  him  or  her  to  re- 
pair -to  the  place  of  infection  and  make  ^ 
such  tender.  There  need  be  no  sort  ot 
red-tape-ism  about  it,  unless  one  wants'^ 
little  notoriety.  Perhaps  the  most  iron- 
bound  quarantine  restrictions  would  not 
“hold  up”  either  small  or  great  when  on 
such  a mission.  We  knew  a lady  in  Shreve- 
port, La.,  during  the  great  epidemic  in 
1878,  the  one  place  that  escaped  the  terri- 
ble scourge— who  had  passed  through  sev- 
eral yellow  lever  epidenfics  without  incur- 
ing the  infection,  to  go  to  Memphis  and 
give  her  time  and  talents  to  caring  for  the 
stricken  people.  She  was  only  a plain  wo* 
man  in  common  life,  and  os  far  as  we 
know,  there  was  no  newspaper  report  of 
the  matter  either  before  or  after  the  fact; 
but  we  have  no  doubt  that  God  and  the 
angels  knew.  J-

Some  Practical  Endeavors. 

BY  REV.  JOHN  F.  COWAN,  D.  D.. 

“Handsome  is  as  handsome  does”  may 
be  susceptible  of  a new  version,  adapting 
it  to  our  young  people’s  organization  in 
the  churches.  Judged  by  what  they  do, 
and  not  not  by  what  they  hold  there  is 
an  abundant  evidence  that  the  spirit  of 
the  ministering  Christ  has  entered  into 
them.  And  what  has  been  done  may  lie 
done  again,  and  doubtless  will  be  repeated 
scores  of  times  after  these  concrete  in- 
stances of  Endeavoring  “in  His  name” 
have  been  read. 

Why  may  not  many  societies  whose 
members  read  The  Congregationalist  find 
an  opening  to  do  something  like  the  gra- 
cious deed  of  the  Tampa,  Fla.,  Presbyte 
rian  Endeavors,  who  raised  money  to 
plow  and  plant  the  bare  grounds  of  the 
Children’s  Home  and  lay  cement  walks  at 
a cost  of  $300  ? 

Or,  is  there  not  something  suggestive 
and  stimulating  in  the  example  of  Anoka, 
Minn.,  Endeavors,  who  undertook  to 
renovate  thi  ir  pastor’s  study  by  means  of 
.a  handsome  hard  wood  floor  and  fresh 
wallpaper?  Think  how  much  of  his  life 
your  pastor  spends  in  his  study,  and  next 
time  he  takes  a leave  of  absence  let  En- 
deavor fingers  and  money  make  it  over 
new. 

Perhaps  some  Junior  superintendents 
read  this  paper  v\  ho  are  asking  themselves, 
"What  new  work  might  our  Junior  En- 
deavors undertake  for  the  church?”  A 
Junior  Society  in  New  York  held  a sale  of 
homemade  candy  and  fancy  articles  that 
its  members  and  their  friends  had  made. 
They  realized  $100  and  gave  it  as  their 
Christmas  present  to  the  church.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  on  Thanksgiving  Day  they 
distributed  dinners  to  fourteen  poor  fami- 
lies. They  sent  a box  filled  with  Christ- 
mas toys,  dolls,  books,  etc.,  to  a mission 
school  in  Matanzas.Cuba.  This  same  Junior 
Society  supports  regularly  agirl  in  India. 
Every  Sunday  it  famishes  flowers  for  the 
pulpit,  and  after  the  evening  service  these 
are  sent  to  the  sick.  You  might  judge,  from 
these  activities,  that  it  must  number  sev- 
eral hundred  members,  bnd  that  the  aver- 
age Junior  Society  could  have  no  hope  ot 
emulating  their  example.  But  this  society 
numbers  just  twenty-five. 

In  the  way  of  evangelistic  endeavors, 
there  is  the  Christlike  work  of  the  Rose- 
dale,  Oregon  Friends  Endeavors,  who 
went  to  a camp  of  fifteen  convicts  working 
in  a rock  pit, and  held  open-air  services.  Last 
summer  the  Presbyterian  Endeavors  of 
Kansas  City,  Kan  , led  by  their  pastor, 
went  every  Sunday  evening  in  the  public 
square,  in  front  of  the  Carnegie  Library, 
and  held  a song  service,  after  which  the 
minisiter  andressed  the  assembled  people. 
Pittsburg  Endeavors  distributed  Testa- 
ments in  Polish  and  Slav  languages  among 
the  foreign  workmen  of  the  mills  and  coke 
workB.  In  Boston,  some  forty  Endeavor 
Societies  send  bands  of  workers  once  a 
month,  in  turn,  to  help  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Merimac  Street  Mission,  and  furnish 
teachers  for  the  Sunday-school  and  money 


for  the  expenses.' 

Hospital  work  may  appeal  more  strongly 
to  some.  The  Endeavorers  of  Lynn,  Mass., 
furnish  linen  for  a wardjn  the  city  hospital. 

They  also  hold  religious  services,  and  visit 
patients  individually.  One  Endeavorer 
gave  his  Saturday  afternoons  to  shaving 
the  male  patients,  and  making  them  neat 
and  comfortable  for  the  Sabbath.  That 
may  not  seem  so  attractive  as  fomishing 
dainty  baskets  of  fruit  for  convalescents ; 
or,  as  more  than  ont  society  does,  buying 
an  invalid's  wheel  chair  for  the  free  use  of 
those  who  will  be  benefitted  by  an  outing. 

There  are  so  many  practical  forms  ot  co- 
operating in  denominational  mission  work 
that  no  Congregationalyoung  people’s  so- 
ciety need  fail  to  lend  a hand.  Here,  for 
instance,  is  a society  that  has  for  years 
supported  a Bible  woman  in  Japan.  Her 
photograph  and  a brief  sketch  are  framed 
and  hung  in  the  vestry.  The  money  conies 
on  the  two  cents  a week  plan,  but  this 
summer  each  member  promised  to  earn  an 
extra  dollar. 

As  the  holiday  season  approaches,  a 
practical  missionary  endeavor  is  packing 
boxes  and  barrels  for  the  children  in  the 
colored  and  Indian  Mission  schools  in  the. 
South  and  West.  Let  the  good  literature 
committee  gather  up  picture-books,  cards, 
dolls,  toys  and  other  attractive  holiday 
things  that  have  not  been  too  much  worn 
or  soiled,  and  they  will  bring  happiness  a i 
second  time  to  children  to  whom  Santa 
Claus  ordinarily  brings  but  little.  Or, 
there  is  plenty  of  room  in  Boston  for  this 
same  kind  of  giving.  A basket  of  toys  or 
books,  or  a little  money  for  candy  for  the 
neglected  Italian  or  Jewish  children  in  the 
mission  Sunday-schools,  like  the  Merimac 
Street  Mission,  or  the  Willard  Y.  Settle- 
ment, will  mean  the  very  real  coming  of 
the  Christ  Child  to  scores. 

For  the  social  committee  I wruld  sug- 
gest  a delightful  plan  used  by  the  Shaw- 
mut  Endeavorers  of  Boston'  They  held 
once  a month  a “strangers”  social. 

They  brought  rugs  and  potted  plants  and 
fancy  lamps  and  made  the  parlors  of  the 
church  look  as  “homey”  as  possible.  The 
admisssion  fee  to  one  of  there  socials  was 
“one  stranger.”  In  the  course  ol  a year 
or  so  the  registry  of  those  brought  in 
showed  the  church  had  come  into  touch 
with  about  a thousand  young  people, 
most  of  them  students  in  Boston,  from  all 
over  New  England  and  the  West. 

May  I remind  Congregational  Endeav- 
orers of  one  other  practical  endeavor  in 
which  it  is  hoped  they  may  all  share? 

The  “quarter  century  endowment  fund,” 
which  is  to  commemorate  the  completion 
of  Christian  Endeavor’s  twenty-fifth  year 
next  February,  is  to  be  made  up  of  an  of- 
fering of  one  cent  for  each  year  of  Chris- 
tian Endeavor’s  existence  from  each  En- 
deavorer. If  Christian  Endeavor,  with 
its  blessed  fellowship  and  its  bright  help- 
fulness and  training  opportunities,  is 
something  for  which  to  be  glad,  it  is  not 
much  that  each  ol  us  should  express  our 
gladness  in  a small  offering  that  will  help 
to  send  the  lx.-nefits  of  Endeavor  to  other 
lands  that  need  it.— “The  Congregation- 
alist.”
